Among the after-din- 
ner speakers was one gentleman who ex- 
pressed his great admiration for the energy 
and Euccesj of the interior metropolis of 
America, but he frankly confessed his dis- 
p easure at one thing. He had been in- 
formed that in the city from which the 
guest of the evening hailed commercial 
honor was at so low an ebb that hundreds 
of merchants failed in' the course of a year, 
always with large liabilities and small as- 
set*, and, after the storm had blown over, 
reappeared in the mart richer than before 
and with head as high as ever. Of course 
such an aspersion as this upon the fair 
pane ot Chicago—which Storrs ever zeal- 
ously defended—could not be permitted to 
go unanswered. 


•'I assure you, gentleman,1' said be a few 


moments later, "the speaker has been mis- 
informed. I am glad to be able to correct 
his error, and how shamefully ha has teen 
imposed upon by his informants will appear 
when I declare to you that during the 
twenty years I have lived in Chicago not 
one business failure has occurred there in- 
volving a sum exceeding $10,000 or 115,000. 
Not one, sir, in twenty years. Failures in 
Chicago! .Why, gentlemen,- our glorious 
young giant of the west has but one lan- 
guage—that of grand old mother England 
—and the word "fail" never found a place 
in it? lexicon." 


The Eaglishmen, both astonished and cap- 


tivated, cried "heart hear!" with much 
enthusiasm. The guests, principally solici- 
tors, knew enough ol business affairs to sea 
that if Chicago ha.1 had no failures in 
twenty years her record was indeed re- 
markable, but- they were not sufficiently 
familiar with American trade to -ba able to 
contradict or even seriously doubt the truth 
of the westerner's statement.

Fruit In Surprise Talley. 


The Modoo I ndependent says: 
During our visit to Surprise Valley last 


week, we ascertained that tbe yield of fruit 
this season will not be so large as it was 
last, but still there will be enough for all 
demands. In nearly all ot the orchards 
there was some damage to the early fruits,' 
occasioned by the frosts in April nnd May, 
but a great denl.of it escaped and most of 
the trees are now holding good 'oads of 
fruits. In W. T. Cresslei's orchard at 
Cedarvillo, we saw apricots as large as 
quails' eggs, and nlso noticed pears, plums, 
apples, and on several trees there were 
peaches. At Esgleville Judge Gee told us 
there would be a good yield in his orchard, 
also in the other orchards in that vicinity. 
At Lake City tha orchards of Messrs. N. 
Dry and Sawyer bid fair to turn out a good 
crop o( nearly all kinds of fruits. This ia 
also the case with HttverM other orchards 
around the town. Pew miles ibove, Newt. 
Jacobs has a fine prospect for fruit, and so 
have nearly all.the orchurdistn clear np to 
and including the town of Fort Bidwell. 
There will bn no scarcity of fruit in'Modoo 
this season.

ch op-sui came boiled chicken and rice. The 
fowl was cut up into small blocks, each 
block about two inches square; bone;, meat 
and fat were all cut up together. 
The rice 


was cooked as it is in South Carolina, 
steamed dry, each 
grain standing out 


separate and distinct. Some of tbe China- 
meg ate it with the "chop-sui" gravy, but 
the majority o^them swallowed it dry. The 
chicken and uH rice were very palatable. 


A small plate of candied figs, a pony of 


Cnmese whisky, which tastes very much 
hko vermouth, only much stronger, and a 
cigarette, which smoked as if it was made of 
dry fine-cut chewing tobacco, brought tbe 
repast to a close. Tae whole meal for two 
persons cost 40 cents. It did well enough 
for an experience, but few Americana would 
care to live a la Chinese every day.

Mme. Materna has told a German news 


paper man in San Francisco all about tho 
•performance the Thomas concert troups had 
to give for the benefit of a band of cowboys. 
She says: "We were stopping in Coldge, N. 

Some twenty cowboys were 
at the depot, and when they beard that 
musicians were on board they immediately 
demanded tfmt they be given some music.

Then 
Mr. Thomas, who had been a highly amused 
observer of the scene, called for a violin 
and played tho 'Arkansaw Traveler' for the 
boys.

us off the cowboys fired a parting salute 
from their revolvers. 


American Statesmen and Eo(;ll«h.

A London doctor bos published some curi- 


ous comparative statistics on tbe longevity 
of public and professional men.

States congress who died between I860 and 
1884.

The 121 members of jparliamenl 
averaged 63 years at death.

of the Town of Reno, and Making 
Regulations Concerning the Erection 
and Use «f Buildings In Said Town.

SECTION 1. The fire limits of Keno Bhill he

section of Bald street and Peavine street; thence 
outherlywith the centra of sttid street to the 
Trackee river, thence westerly with the meanders 
of Bald river to a point which would be reached by 
he center line of West street extended southerly, 
hence to the place of beginning 
SEO 2.
